there was an interpreter present. At- 
torney J. D. Elliot had been appointed 
by the court to advise Rizo and a plea 
of not guilty to the charge was en- 
tered. 
The court appointed July 26 as the 
date for the trial and the work of 
drawing a venire of thirty in the case 
was immediately undertaken.
